Prosecutor: Ohio 
gunman chose his 
victims at random 

Chardon, Ohio 

The teenage suspect in an Ohio 
school shooting that killed three stu- 
dents and wounded two didn’t know 
his victims and chose them random- 
ly, a prosecutor said Tuesday. 

Suspect T.J. Lane, 17, admitted 
firing 10 shots with a .22-caliber 
pistol Monday morning at Char- 
don High School, Geauga Coun- 
ty prosecutor David Joyce said at 
a juvenile court hearing. 

The hearing came hours after 
the death toll rose to three when 
Demetrius Hewlin, who had been 
in critical condition, died Tues- 
day morning, shortly after Police 
Chief Tim McKenna said 17-year- 
old Russell King Jr. had died. On 
Monday, student Daniel Parmertor 
died hours after the shooting. 

Lane’s face twitched light- 
ly while the prosecutor recount- 
ed the attack, and he sniffled and 
half-closed his eyes as he walked 
out of the room with deputies. 


Lane’s custodial grandfather and 
two aunts joined him in court; the 
women reached over and lightly 
embraced the grandfather as the 
hearing began. 

“He chose his victims at ran- 
dom. This is not about bullying. 
This is not about drugs,” Joyce 
said after the hearing, appearing 
to dispel rumors that had been cir- 
culating. “This is someone who’s 


not well, and I’m sure in our court 
case we’ll prove that to all of your 
desires and we’ll make sure justice 
is done here in this county.” 

Joyce would not elaborate. Both 
sides in the case are under a gag 
order imposed by the judge at the 
prosecutor’s request. Judge Timo- 
thy Grendell ordered the boy, who 
is considered a juvenile, held for at 
least 15 days. Prosecutors have until

Dover Mortuary Back in the News 

In November, The Washington Post first disclosed that the Dover, Del., 
mortuary for years had disposed of incinerated portions of remains of troops 
killed in Iraq and Afghanistan in a Virginia landfill. The practice involved un- 
identified or unclaimed body parts; it was not made known to troops’ family 
members. The Air Force later admitted that it had dumped the incinerated 
partial remains of at least 274 service members in the landfill between 2003 
and 2008, when the practice ended. At the time. Air Force officials said their 
records only went back to 2003 and that they did not know when the landfill 
dumping began, (the Washington post) 


Pentagon report says 
attack victims’ ashes 
were unidentifiable 

Washington 

Some small portions of uniden- 
tified human remains recovered 
from the Sept. 11, 2001, terror- 
ist attacks on the Pentagon and 
in Shanksville, Pa., were inciner- 
ated and ultimately dumped in a 
landfill, the Defense Department 
acknowledged Tuesday. 

It was the first time that the Pen- 
tagon has said that some remains of 
Sept. 11 victims taken to the Dover 
Air Force Base mortuary later ended 
up in a Virginia landfill. 

On Tuesday, a new Defense 
Department review of the mortu- 
ary operations at Dover revealed 
that “several portions of remains” 
recovered from the Sept. 11 attacks 
at the Pentagon and at Shanksville 
also ended up in a landfill. 


The review, led by retired Army 
Gen. John P. Abizaid, did not quan- 
tify how many human remains fi'om 
Sept. 11 were disposed of in this 
manner. It said the remains “could 
not be tested or identified,” appar- 
entiy because they were too small or 
charred to do DNA analysis. 

Those remains were cremat- 
ed first, but then handed over to a 
“biomedical waste disposal con- 
tractor,” according to Abizaid’s 
report. Under an arrangement with 
the Air Force, the contractor trans- 


ported bags of the medical waste 
for incineration. 

Dover mortuary officials 
assumed at the time that “after final 
incineration, nothing remained,” 
Abizaid’s report stated. In fact, there 
was still residual material left over 
from the incineration, which the 
contractor then took to a landfill. 

The mortuary changed its poli- 
cy in 2008 and since then has bur- 
ied unclaimed or unidentified cre- 
mated remains at sea. craig whitlock

Dow Jones Closes Above 13,000

The Dow Jones industrial average 
on Tuesday reclaimed the last of the 
ground it held before the carnage 
of the Great Recession — bailouts, 
bank failures, layoffs by the million 
and a stock market panic that cut 
retirement savings in half 

The Dow closed above 13,000 
— 13,005.12, up 23.61 points for 
the day — for the first time since 
May 19, 2008, almost four months 
before the fall of the Lehman Broth- 
ers investment bank triggered the 
worst of the financial crisis. 

“I think it’s a momentous day 
for investor confidence,” said Jack 
Ablin, chief investment officer at 
Harris Private Bank. “What this

Options Narrow in Syrian Crisis 


Military intervention 
increasingly likely for 
nations, analysts say

Russia and China’s opposition to swift 
action ending Syria’s bloody crack- 
down on its uprising leaves the West 
and its Arab allies with few options. 

The self-proclaimed “Friends of 
Syria” may have to rely on a slow 
grind of tightened sanctions, a trick- 
le of humanitarian and military aid 
smuggled across borders — and calls 
for ever-more-diluted U.N. Security 
Council resolutions. 

Moscow and Beijing twice vetoed 
Security Council resolutions that 
strongly condemned Syria. On Tues- 
day, French Foreign Minister Alain 
Juppe announced that Paris was pre- 
paring yet another resolution, this time 
focusing on a cease-fire and human- 
itarian aid. 

But a problem remains: It still 
would require some sort of outside 
force to ensure security. 

“No matter how artfully these 
ideas are constructed, you are inevi- 
tably involved with military interven- 
tion — I don’t care what euphemism 
you use,” said A. R. Norton, an ana- 
lyst at Boston University.

Little progress seen 
at nuclear site nearly 
a year after tsunami 

Okuma, Japan 

Japan’s tsunami-hit Fukushima 
power plant remains fragile near- 
ly a year after it suffered multiple 
meltdowns, its chief said Tuesday, 
with makeshift equipment — some 
mended with tape — keeping cru- 
cial systems running. 

An independent report, mean- 
while, revealed that the govern- 
ment played down the full dan- 
ger in the days after the March 11 
disaster and secretly considered 
evacuating Tokyo. 

Journalists given a tour Tuesday 
of the Fukushima Dai-ichi plant 
saw crumpled trucks and equip- 
ment still lying on the ground. 

Officials said the worst is over 
but the plant remains vulnerable. 

“I have to admit that it’s still 
rather fragile,” said plant chief 
Takeshi Takahashi. “It still causes 


problems.” 

The government announced in 
December that three melted reac- 
tors at the plant had basically sta- 
bilized. It still will take decades to 
fully decommission the plant, and it 
must be kept stable until then. 

The percentage of the 1 million to 
2 million tons of debris still in the 
ocean after Japan's tsunami last 
March that may reach the U.S., 
researchers say. Some debris from 
the March 11 disaster, such as a half- 
dozen buoys, appears to have already 
arrived in Alaska lastyear. (ap)

Va. Ultrasound Bill OK’d 


Governor says he 
will sign amended 
version of measure 


Richmond, Va. 

The Virginia Senate voted Tues- 
day for a scaled-back version of a 
contentious proposal that would 
require women to undergo exter- 
nal ultrasounds before abortions, 
but not transvaginal ones. 

The 21-19 vote in the Repub- 
lican-controlled Senate — most- 
ly along party lines — came after 
Gov. Robert F. McDonnell asked 
legislators to soften the bill in the 
wake of protests on Capitol Square 
and mocking on national televi- 
sion, including “The Daily Show 
With Jon Stewart” and “Saturday 
Night Live.” 

McDonnell, an abortion oppo- 
nent who had said he would sign 
the bill, asked lawmakers to amend 
the measure after it became clear 
the original legislation would have 
required a vaginal ultrasound in 
most cases because abortions usu- 
ally occur in the first trimester. 

The Senate amended the bill to

Metro Launches Bus Alert System

Metro has launched an e-mail and 
text message alert system designed 
to give bus riders the same sort of 
information about service disrup- 
tions rail riders have been getting. 

Metrobus users can sign up 
online to get service information 
on a maximum of four lines. It can 
be sent to their mobile devices, pag- 
ers or desktop computers. The alert 
system will operate between 6 a.m.

Rail riders still can receive the 
140-character alerts they have 
been getting, but they also can get 
longer advisories about upcom- 
ing service changes, track work, 
early openings and travel tips.

Redskins are willing to pay a steep 
price for a chance to draft Griffin 


The Redskins 


The Redskins are prepared to part with two first- 
round draft picks, plus other selections in the 
early and middle rounds, to secure the St. Louis 
Rams’ No. 2 pick in April’s draft and land Bay- 
lor quarterback Robert Griffin III, according to 
people with knowledge of the situation. 

The Rams are said to be seeking compen- 
sation similar to what the San Diego Char- 
gers received from the New York Giants 
in exchange for Eli Manning in 2004. 

That year, the Chargers drafted Man- 
ning first overall. The Giants sent their 
fourth overall pick, the next year’s first- 
round pick, and their 2004 third- 
and fifth-round picks to San Diego 
for the quarterback who has since 
led New York to two Super Bowl 
victories. 


With Sam Bradford locked in as 


close friends. That relationship could be a factor. But 
an offer from the Browns of two first-round picks in 
this year’s draft plus other picks could be hard for St.

their franchise quarterback. Rams 
coach Jeff Fisher and general man- 
ager Les Snead indicated at the NFL 
Combine last week that their team is pre- 
pared to part with the second overall pick. That 
trade would allow them to address multiple needs 
with the picks they could receive in return. 

The Redskins, according to sources, are willing to 
trade this year’s sixth overall pick and next year’s top 
pick — as well as two others in the range demanded 
by St. Louis. But Washington faces competition from 
the Cleveland Browns, who own two first-round picks 
— the fourth and 22nd overall — in this year’s draft, 
and Miami, which picks eighth this year. 

Because of the NFL’s new rules, which has established 
a rookie wage system and lowers the financial investment 
of a team in a high pick, the Rams’ pick is more highly 
coveted than it would have been in the past.

When Emiliano Dudar awakened, 
he asked his wife to call a taxi. The 
match was going to begin soon, he 
insisted, and his Swiss soccer club, 
BSC Young Boys, was expecting 
him at the stadium. 

Except the match against vis- 
iting Basel in September 2010 
had been over for four days. And 
Dudar had played 
in it — the first 30 
minutes anyway, 
before the back of 
a teammate’s head 
cracked his nose 
and knocked him 
unconscious an 
instant before the 
left side of his skull 
struck the artificial 
turf with a sickening thud. 

The Argentine defender was still 
out cold when he was transported 
to a hospital in Bern. Fearing seri- 
ous injury, doctors induced a coma 
to allow his brain to heal from the 
severe concussion. 

“Even now, I only remember spots 
of the game prior to the accident,” 
D.C. United’s new center back said 
through an interpreter this week. 
“The things I remember are walk- 
ing onto the field, saying hello to the 
opponent, certain situations. The rest 
of the game is missing.” 

Dudar, now 30, spent four weeks

of tests and needed several months 
to recover. He returned to regular 
duty in February 2011. He said he 
hasn’t experienced any complica- 
tions since, but when United took 
interest in him this winter to rein- 
force its backline, the MLS club 
proceeded with caution. 

Before finalizing a contract 
with Dudar, United consulted with 
Young Boys doctors and reviewed 


his medical history. When he 
arrived in D.C., the club sent him 
to a neurologist and physical ther- 
apist.

Airfares 


Customers could see 
more expensive flying 
costs this summer

Airfares are up and headed 
higher this summer. 

Airlines blame soaring fuel pric- 
es that could cost them billions 
more than last year. That means 
fares, which normally rise as the 
summer travel season nears, could 
increase faster than normal. 

Airlines have already pushed 
throughout two major price increas- 
es this year, and it’s only February, 
when leisure travel is slow. 

It’s a sign of things to come. 

“You’ll see gradual increases 
and then a much bigger jump in 
April and May, when people start 
shopping for the summer travel 
season,” says Rick Seaney, CEO of 
travel website FareCompare.com. 

The latest data on average fares 
show that Southwest charged $140 
each way during the fourth quarter, 
JetBlue charged $156, and United 
Continental charged $270. Length 
of flight accounted for most of the 
difference — on a per-mile basis.

There’s little that airlines can 
do about fuel prices. They hedge, 
which is like buying insurance 
against big price spikes, and 
they’ve been adding more-efficient 
planes, but it takes years to replace 
a whole fleet. 

The simplest response is to raise 
fares — that’s what they did near- 
ly a dozen times last year. 

Airlines will respond to high- 
er fuel prices this year by boosting
